I have the honor to report that in compliance with depart- 
ment letter of August 14th, copy attached hereto, I reported to 
the Superintendent U. S. Assay Office, New York, September 12th, 
for the purpose of examining, repairing and adjusting the bal- 
ances in use at thet institution. 

In the assay weigh rooms 12 assay balances, 2 analyti- 
cal balances, 2 pulp scales and 1 bulliom balance, were thoroughly 
cleaned, necessary repairs made, re-assembled ami adjusted, in 
order that the required accuracy and sensibility was again as- 
sured. 

One new precision balance with multiple rider ettach- 
ment was set up and tested, it proved to be entirely satisfactory. 

One chainomatic balance was thoroughly tested with 
certified staxdard weights from 1 Gold weight - 4 mg to 2000 
Gold weights - 1 Gram. The result of this test was completely 
satisfactory and I consider thie type balance a most valuable 
addition to their weighing equipment. 

In the bar department, 7 bullion balances ami the
